XEW YORK, July 6.—Six young 
people, just at the threshold of life 
and its mysteries, its sorrows and its 
joys, believing themselves unable to 
fathom those mysteries, or, maybe, 
catisfied that whatever of mystery 
there really is too shallow to war- 
rant solution—or, mayhap, helpless 
before the bonds of convention they 
felt themselves constrained to 1recog- 
nize, lie dead tonight. Dead by their 
ewn hands or with their whole-heart- 
ed participation in the greatest of all 
adventures, 

Four of this six who sought oblivion 
-died within a few miles of each other 
in New Jersey. The other pair lay 
dead at Cincinnati.

“We hope our friends can now under- 
stand the existence of a real love,” 
concluded the short note which was 
signed “Roderick and Jennie.”

Col. Joao Almeida, Mon- 
archist, Is Arrested as 
Leader; Dictatorship 

Will Continue. 


LISBON, Portugal, July 6.—™TH)— 
Almost without display of force, the 
Portuguese government has nipped in 
the bud a serious revolutionary more- 
ment headed by Colonel Joao AIl- 
meida, a monarchist leader. 

An official note announcing Colo- 
nel Almeida’s arrest and that of sev- 
eral civilians, late last night gave the 
first news that a plot had been formed 
to overthrow the virtual dictatorship 
of President Osear Carmona. The ar- 
rests were made Friday. 

The note said: 

“Colonel Joao Almeidag has been 
arrested and sent to Elvas Fortress, 
it being ascertained that he was pre- 
paring a revolutionary movement to 
overthrow the government, and was 
in association with elements manifest- 
ly hostile to the dictatorship. Sev- 
eral others, civilians, have been ar- 
rested. The police are investigating a 
network of conspiracy. Energetic 
measures have been adopted against 
disturbers of the, public order.” 

TWough the monarchist Almeida 
headed the movement, several other 
groups combined to form it, including 
the democrats, who were swept to 
power by the 1926 revolution. Indeed, 
the democrats predominated among the 
r leaders. 

News of the failure of the plot was 
received generally with a sigh of re- 
lief. Observers said that the plot- 
ters had chosen the worst possible mo- 
ment to bring off their coup. | The 
fourth year of the dictatorship’s ad- 
ministration finds Portugal not only 
financially sound, with a balanced bud- 
get and government loans over-sub- 
scribed, but materially improved in its 
internal situation. ~ 

Not only the business community, 
but the bulk of public opinion appar- 
ently opposed an armed rising at a 
moment when Portugal is enjoying the 
fruit of prolonged stability. 

As Colonel Almeida had won laurels 
in Portugal African wars, his assump- 
tion of the leadership of the conspir- 
acy and association with elements hos- 
tile to the dictatorship were widely 
condemned. 

Semi-official quarters said that the 
recent overtures of the Oliveira cab- 
inet to patriotic politicians for Lelp 
in restoring constitutional normality 
had led the opponents of the dicta- 
torship to believe the call for union 
was a sign of weakness. 

The present Portuguese  cabinét, 
formed January 20, 1930, is headed by 
General Domingos De Oliveira, and 
is composed chiefly of clericals and 
moderate republicans. 

President Carmona was elected in 
March, 1928.

Dr. Len G. Broughton, founder of 
the Baptist Tabernacle, Sunday morn- 
ing tendered his resignation of the 
church to his congregation and an- 
nounced that he expected to enter gen- 
eral evangelistic and conference work, 
beginning September first. 

The resignation was not accepted at 
the Sunday morning service, and ac- 
tion on it was deferred until Wednes- 
day night, although the pastor empha- 
sized the fact that his decision was 
final. The officers of the church will 
meet Tuesday night and will submit, 
for approval, a report on the resigna- 
tion to the church Wednesday night. 

Dr. Broughton, who was for fifteen 
years its pastor after being the mov- 
ing figure in establishing the taber- 
nacle here, and who came back after 
holding a number of pastorates in oth- 
er sections of the country, including 
London, England, has been pastor of 


| the church since last September. His 


retirement on September 1 will mark 
sixteen years of service here. 

Prior to his return to Atlanta last 
year, the pastor explained to his mem- 
bers, he had engagements for two 
years in advance. These, largely of an 
evangelistic nature, probably will be 
reopened and in the future he will de- 
vote himself to a ministry all over this 
country and probably abroad. 

“My home will continue to be right 
here,” he said. “You couldn’t drive me 
out of Atlanta.”

Indications that the pension board

indicted city physician, to retire on 
a pension and avert a fight over a 
motion to suspend him, was seen Sun- 
day night in a_ statement by B. 
Graham West, city, comptroller and 
a member of the board, that in his 
opinion Dr. Wilkins is entitled to fa- 
vorable action on his application. 

“Under the law I don’t see how 
we can do anything else,” Mr, West 
told The Constitution. “The law pro- 
vides that when @ man has served 
the city 25 years he is entitled to re- 
tire on a pension, and Dr. Wilkins 
has served the city 27 years.” 

Ragsdale Noncommittal. 

Mayor Ragsdale’ was noncommittal 
on his attitude toward the Wilkins 
application for a pension, explaining 
that he knew nothing of the matter 
other than what had been in the 
newspapers. Henry B. Kennedy, city 
treasurer and third member of the 
board, could not be reached for an 
expression. 

Dr. Wilkins made it known Satur- 


day that he would resign if permitted 
to retire on a pension. Alderman G. 
Everett Millican had announced, how- 
ever, that unless’ the city physician 
did resign he would move to suspend 
him pending the outcome of a trial 
on charges of extortion. 
Named in Two Indictments. 

Dr. Wilkins is named in several 
counts of one indictment charging ex- 
tortion. He also Was indicted in fed- 


eral court for alleged violation of the 


narcotic laws. He has been connect- 
ed with the city for 27 years, and 
under the law is entitled to retire on 
pension. 

Council also will have before it this 
afternoon another proposal of Alder- 
man Millican as an aftermath of graft 
trials in a motion to appoint a com- 
mittee looking to the impeachment of 
Alderman J. E. Turner, of the second 
ward.’ This is expected to be offer- 
ed as a substitute when Turner's 
resignation is read to council. .

Five Killed, Four Hurt 
In Collision of Ships 


ZARA, Italy, July 6—(#)—Five 
persons were killed today and 17 in- 
jured out of 400 passengers aboard 
the Jugoslav steamer Karageorgevitch 
in a collision with the Italian motor- 
ship Francesco Morosini, operated by 
the San Marco Navigating Company 
of Venice. The Italian vessel was 
proceeding from Zara to Spalato when 
the accident happened. 

The Karageorgevitch was beached 
near Pasman, badly damaged. Marine 
authorities believed, however, that 
she could be refloated. > 

The Francesco Morosini took aboard 
the bodies of the dead. The injured 
as well as.the remainder of the Kara- 
georgevitch’s passengers and crew 
were brought here.

LUKE E. TATE, 26, 
DROWNED IN LAKE 


Nephew of Colonel Sam 
Tate Victim of Motor- 
boat Accident. 


TATE, Ga. July 6.—(Special.)— 
Luke E. Tate,’ IL, 26, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. E. Tate, and a nephew of 
Colonel Sam Tate, was drowned in the 
Tate Mountain school lake, near here, 
about 9 o’clock Saturday night. 

A motorboat in which Tate and 
Miss Mary Goddard, of Atlanta, were 
viding. overturned in 35 feet of water. 
Miss Goddard dove to the bottom, 
clear of the boat, and swam 75 yards 
to shore while the youth, his right leg 
injured by the flying propeller, ap- 
parently was unable to rise. 

He called to his brother, Steve, for 
h lp. but drowned before assistance 
reached him. The body was recovered 
at midnight by dragging the lake, and 
physicians worked for two hours in an 
effort to revive him by artificial res- 
piration. 

Mr. Tate’s mother, his brother, 
Steve, and Miss Lucile Manson, of 
New Orleans, La., witnessed the trag- 
edy from the banks of the lake. The 
group was attending a week-end house 
party at the Tate’s mountain home. 

A brisk wind caused the boat to 
upset. According to Miss Goddard, 
the gale rocked the boat about a hun- 
dved yards from shore. Suddenly, she 
said, the boat turned completely 
around and then toppled over. 

Mr. Tate, a graduate of Georgia 

Tech, was well known in Atlanta and 
this .section. At school, he was one 
of the most popular men.bers of his 
class. Since his graduation in 1928, 
he has held a prominent position with 
the Georgia Marble Company here. 
@ In addition to his parents, he is 
survived by two brothers, Steve and 
Bam Tate, ll., and a sister, Miss 
Margaret Tate. :

CHICAGO, July 6.—(#)—The name 
of Fred R. Burke, fugitive killer, to- 
day was drawn inte. the fmvestigation 
of the recent slaying of Alfred (Jake) 
Lingle, Tribune reporter. — 

Reports reached investigators that 
Burke, in the guise of a priest, was 
one of the gunmen who on June 
loitered in the Randolph street sub- 
way while a blond assassin fired a 
fatal shot into the back of the re 
porter’s head. 

Members of the detective squad 
which hurried to the tunnel said they 
saw a man there dressed as a priest, 
but in the confusion that followed the 
slaying he had slipped away unseen. 
All subsequent efforts to locate him 
have been in vain. 

Meanwhile, it was announced today 
that the July grand jury wil 
sworn tomorrow and was expected to 
be charged with investigation of the 
Lingle killing and all its ramifica- 
tions. 

The official commission 
the inquiry into the newspaper man’s 
assassination is expected to turn over 
the evidence it has gathered. One o 
the first witnesses will probably be 
Frank Foster, ofvner of the pistol 
with which Lingle was slain and who 
was indicted for the slaying. Papers 
for his extradition from Los Angeles, 
where he and four henchmen ere cap- 
tured have been signed. 

Burke, ex-convict and referred to 
by police as one of the most danger- 
ous of gangsters, has been the object 
of a nationwide search since Decem- 
ber, 1929, when he shot and killed 
Policeman Charles Skelly following an 
argument over a trivial automobile ac- 
cident at St. Joseph, Mich.

Conflicting Statements 
Herald Bitter Fights for 
Control of Congress 
Through Fall Voting. 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—(UN)—| 
The political fight for control of 
congress to be decided by the No- 
vember elections has been accelerated 
by adjournment of congress. Farm 
prosperity promises based on the tariff 
and the administration’s foreign poli- 
cy were brought forward by the\op- 
posing factions tonight. 

The democratic national committee 
issued a statement by Senator Thom- 
as, democrat, Oklahoma, attacking 
the thesis of Agriculture Secretary 
Hyde, who is now praising republic- 
an achievements on a western trip. 
Thomas rejected Hyde’s argument that 
individual farmers will benefit $100 
each annually from the MHawley- 
Smopt tariff, contending the farm 
rates will not be effective to increase 
farm prices. 

New Chairman Temple of the house 
foreign affairs committee signalized 
his accession to the post of the late 
Stephen Porter by a_ statement 
the republican committee, 
claiming ten major’ achievements of 
the Hoover administration in the in- 
ternational field. 

Senator Thomas cited press reports 
of representatives’ of 14 governments 
meeting in Paris recently to form 
plans for joint action against the new 
tariff rates, embargoes by England, 
Wales and Scotland against American 
apples, and higher Italian rates on) 
imported automobiles. 

“We are in no position to complain 
because these countries are initiating 
our example,” he added, citing a 
speech by President ‘Hoover telling 
that Michigan men will be throwu 
out of work if exportation of automo- 
biles is stopped. 

Thomas contended that with the 
tariff rates ineffective to increase 
farm prices, the net result will be 
to increase the prices on things he 
buys $43 a year—the amount esti- 
mated by Hyde. He-asserted that 
the wheat tariff cannot be effective 
until our exportable surplus is wiped 
out, and cotton farmers, except those 
growing long staple, got no protective 


duty.

HONOLULU, July 6—(#)—Ira 
tton, bearing the — ecclesiastical 
name of Brother Joseph and known 
as the “Samaritan of Molokai,” rest- 
ed here today at St. Francis hospital, 
a feeble, broken man. ‘ 

In 1886, a comparatively you 
man, Brother Joseph went to the lit- 
tle -leper village of Kalawao, on the 
oe of Molokai. He laborede amon 
the ¢olony’s inmates for 44 years an 
surrendered his cloistered life only 
when health board officials: obtained 
is promise to come to Honolulu for 
medical attention. 

Why the chose the secluded colony 
has never been learned. To Brother 
Joseph it is a secret of which he 


(never speaks, He soon will undergo 


an operation on his eyes. 

Brother Joseph arrived from Molo- 
kai yesterday by steamer, so weak he 
was carried from the boat te an auto- 
mobile. His failing eyesight prevent- 
ed him from seeing the city which he 
last saw 44 years ago. . 

Born at Stowe, Vt., April 27, 1843, 
he enlisted in 1861 as a private in 
company B, 13th Wisconsin infantry, 


eo 
for service in the Civil War. He won 
promotions to the rank of captain. 

After the war he aided the govern- 
ment in collecting and burying the 
bodies of fallen comrades. He de- 
voted years to assisting comrades who 
came out of the war broken in health 
and unable to earn a living. 

He settled in Tennessee and became 
successful in business, leading an ac- 
tive social life. Suddenly he dropped 
his worldliness and turned to holiness. 
He joined the Catholic church, enter- 
ing the Trappist monastery at Gethse- 
thane, Ky. 

Two years later, while in Louisiana, 
he heard of the sacrifices of Father 
Damien among the lepers of Molokai 
island. A few months later he was 
on his way to the colony. 

Three years after his arrival at Mo- 
lokai Brother Joseph took up the work 
of administrating the colony. 

By scrupulous care and cleanliness 
Brother Joseph managed to escape the 
ilread disease to Which he ministered.

A bill has been introduced in the 
French chamber of deputies, which, if 
passed; will make it compulsory all 
over France to proceed/to a scientific 
medical verification of death before 
burial can take place. It appears, 
from -the preamble of the bill, that 
the number of cases of “apparent 
ideath” is on the increase, and it is 
to prevent “the terrible agony of those 
buried by mistake” that the bill will 
in all likelihood become law. Several 
instances are cited from distant and 
recent history in ‘support of the meas- 
ure. There is, for instance, the case 
of the Abbe Donnat, who fell into a 
complete state of lethargy on the day 
of his ordination. Medical men, sum- 
moned in all haste, pronounced the 
abbe dead and his funeral was ordered. 
Three days later, when the body lay 
before the altar and clerics were 
chanting the office of the dead, the 
abbe suddenly awoke and sat up in his 
coffin. He lived for many years and 
died at the age of 89, cardinal-arch- 
bishop of Bordeaux and senator of the 
Gironde department. A rider to the 
legislative measure under consideration 
advocates cremation, but it is not 
clear whether this is recommended on 
the ground of hygiene, or, to spare 
the dead who is not really dead, the 
agony of worrying too long over his 
unenviable predicament. As might be 
expected, the French nownpege writ- 
ers find in this bill a subject for a 
good deal of banter and hilarity. One 
genti@man says that “henceforth we 


will have death guaranteed by the gov- 


ernment.”

WIMBLEDON, England, July 6. 
(P)—Like congress in extra session, 
Wimbledon’s tennis fans will reassem- 
ble tomorrow for one match—~the all- 
American struggle for men’s doubles 
honors, final event of the British 
championships. 

This battle will pit Wilmer Allison 
and John Van Ryn, Wimbledon cham- 
pions in 1929 and American Davis 
cup doubles team, in the challenge 
round against France last year, 
against the United States champions, 
George Lott and Johnny Doeg. 


ARRANGEMENTS UPSET. 


Wimbledon’s championships were to 
have closed yesterday, but Allison up- 
set the arrangement by reaching the 
final round of singles where he was 
beaten in straight sets by Bill Tilden. 
The doubles were postponed until Mon- 
day to avoid the necessity of Allison 
playing two hard final round matches 
in one day. 

Considerable interest is being shown 
concerning how large a gallery will 
make the trip into the London suburbs 
to see foreigners fight for another Eng- 
lish title. Of the four championships 
so far decided the United States has 
won three outright and shared in the 
other. Not one native Englishman 
reached the final round, much less 
won a title. 

Helen Wills Moody won the wom- 
en's singles crown for the fourth con- 
secutive time by beating Elizabeth 
Ryan, of California, Mrs, Moody and 
Miss Ryan won the women’s doubles 
by beating Sarah Palfrey, of Boston, 
and Edith Cross, of San Francisco;

“Dear Miss Antrim: 

“Supplementing my telegram of a 
week ago I regret to report that on 
the 21st inst. your uncle, Thomas An- 
trim, as the aftermath of a dispute 
that arose due to your uncle's alleged 


trespass with his sheep on lands not ‘ 


owned by him, engaged in a duel with 
rifles on- the range some ten miles 
from Los Algodones. His antagonist, 
one Jim Higgifis, emerged the victor 
in this sanguinary affray. From the 
testimony of the latter, in addition 
to that of a ranger who arrived on the 
scene immediately following the un- 
fortunate incident, it appears, much 
as’ I regret to say so, that Mr. An- 
trim was very much the aggressor.

From this will it appears 
that you are the sole heir and co- 
executor with the Federal Trust Com- 
pany, whose executorship, however, 
may cease, at your option, but only 
after the trust company shall have 
been paid certain loans made your 
uncle in his lifetime.

NEW ORLEANS, July 6.—(?)\—

Economist Says Banks Must Liq- 
uidate Collateral Loans to 
Stabilize Market — Raw 
Sugar Touches Low- - 

est Price in Last 


Hundred Years, 


Lewis Haney, former economist of 
the federal trade commission, thinks 
that further liquidation of collateral 
loans in the banks is necessary be- 
fore all the credit kinks are ironed 


out. 

The Haney line of reasoning about 
stock market cycles is somewhat as 
follows: 

1. Speculators bid money rates up. 
2. New funds pour in from all over 
the world. 3. Next, as the market gets 
wobbly, some foreign funds are hastily 
withdrawn and a market crash _fol- 
lows. 4. The banks in New York 
city then step in and take up the, 
credit load, increasing their loans to 
make up for the loss of outside funds. 
5. Finally, the banks get their collat- 
eral loans down as the continued liqui- 
dation occurs. - 

Mr. Haney believes the New York 
stock market credit situation is now 
between the fourth and fifth stages 
of this process. 

While outside funds are being with- 
drawn, the interior banks too are cut- 
ting their loans and as a result, while 
brokers’ loans are going down, collat- 
eral loans of the New York banks are 
right now $788,000,000 larger than a! 
year ago. 

Says Mr. Haney: 

“Further liquidafion is required and 
this means that there must be more 
selling of securities. ‘That probably 
will mean still lower prices for many 
stocks.” 

Last week saw a cut of about 10 
per cent of the total brokers’ loans.

Must a corporate trustee exercise 
more judgment and skill in handling 
a trust relationship now than was ex- 
pected of the old-fashioned individual 
executor or trustee? 

In 1923 a trust was turned over to 
a New York company. Certain com- 
mon stocks in sugar companies were 
among the assets turned over. In 
September, re one sugar common 
stock was selling at $5 a share. It 
dropped steadily until now the market 
is less than 60 cents a share, 

Should the trustee be held respon- 
sible for the loss? 

“Yes,” said the New York court. 

‘The law imposes,” said the surro- 
gate judge, “upon trustees a duty to 
employ sueh diligence, prudence, sa- 
gacity and vigilance in the care and 
management of an estate as prudent 
men of discretion employ in their own 
like affairs. This necessarily ex- 
cludes all speculation, all investment 
for an uncertain and doubtful rise in 
the market, and, of course, everything 
that does not take into view the na- 
ture and object of the trust, and the 
consequences of a mistake in the selec- 
tion of the investment to be made.” 

The trust company today has a 
much harder job than had the old in- 
dividual trustee, because a trust com- 
pany advertises to the world that it 
is qualified to act in such matters. 

With the complexity of modern busi- 
ness, it puts an added job on trust

The New York surrogate ruling on 
the responsibility of the modern cor- 
porate trust is a healthy omen—for 
those who leave their estates in trust.

While the world struggled on with 
new perplexities during the week in 
various countries affecting inter- 
national relations, one of the most 
vital problems of those still left over 
from the World War disappeared with 
the evacuation of the Rhineland by the 
last allied occupying forces.

_ The evacuation was one of the most 
important results of the famous 
Young plan which superseded the 
Dawes plan. It was a day of rejoic-

The new American tariff. continued 
to have reverberations in Europe, al- 
though these were’.chiefly indirect. 
Italy, without previous notice, increas- 
ed the import duty on automobiles be- 
tween 110 and 120 per cent. There 
was nothing to indicate that this was 
a direct answer to the new Americar 
rates, but American automobile agents 
in Italy were inclined to look upon 
the action as a” form of retaliation. 
At the same time, American authori- 
ties took the position that the in-

| crease was not a “reprisal” but was 


a domestic economic measure on the 
part of Italy. 

During the week Ogden L. Mills, 
American under-secretary of the treas- 
ury, arrived in Paris where it was 
‘understood he planned to make an in- 
vestigation of the double taxation sit- 
uation and tariff matters for the 
American government. . 


In England a group of prominent 
bankers issued a manifesto, the bur- 
den of which was that measures 
should be taken for the promotion of 
inter-empire trade and that duties 
Should be imposed on imports from 
foreign countries. The manifesto 
aroused much editorial discussion in 
Great Britain, the Morning Post go- 
ing so far as to say that it represent- 
ed the end of traditional free trade in 
Great Britain. 

The proposal of Foreign Minister 
Briand, of France, for a kind of fed- 
eration of European states, which has 
been described in some of the Euro- 
pean press as a method of combatting 


American financial “domination” was 
still under consideration by most of 
the European chancellories. The Neth- 
erlands sent an Answer expressing live- 
ly appreciation of the French initia- 
tive, but suggesting that the ground 
was not yet sufficiently prepared for 
such a federation. However, the an- 
swer was regarded as encouraging in 
French official circles, 
New ° Government. 

During the week th world saw a 
new government set up in Bolivia 
after a successful revolt against the 
former government of keesident Siles. 
The president had resigned his office, 
but the insurgents saw in this a move 
to consolidate his hold on the yovern- 
ment. General Hans Kundt, German 
commander-in-chief of the Bolivian 
army, also was the object. of dislike 
by the revolters and both he and for- 
mer President Siles were forced to 
take refuge in foreign legations. A 
new governmental touncil was set up 
in La Paz and the country was re- 
stored to tranquility. 

China’s civil war continued un- 
abated. From all. indications it ap- 
peared that the nationalist govern- 
ment in Nanking was beginning to 
gain the upper hand although sorely 
pressed both from the south, where 
communists and insurgents are in the 
field, and in the north where the 
northern military leaders have been 
Seeking to set up a central govern- 
ment of their own. 

A correspondent for the Associated 
Press who visited the fighting areas 
reported that the war was in earnest 
anc that old ideas of mildness of 
Chinese fighting were belied by the 
number of dead and wounded result- 
ing from the’ present fighting. He re- 
ported thousands of wounded and 
crowded hospital conditions in many 
places. 

Josef Stalin, strong man of soviet 
Russia, who has been the chief pow- 
er in Moscow since the death of 
Lenin, asserted his leadership in un- 
mistakable terms during this week's 
Session of the all-union communist 
party. Stalin denounced the opposi- 
tion of the right and made it clear 
that they would have to conform to 
the accepted policies of the communist 
group now in control or suffer exile. 

The international congregational 
council held a widely-attended meet- 
ing in Bournemouth at which many 
of the vital religious problems of the 
day were discussed. On Monday the 
decennial gathering of the bishops of 
the Angelican Church of the World 
will begin,

FRANCE 


FRANCE WIL ADU 
TO STOP RUM FLOM 


Will Watch St. Pierre and 
Miquelon Isles for Smug- 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—(UN)— 
Word that France has acted to’ pre- 
vent use of the islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon, off the Newfoundland 
coast, »s a base for liquor smuggling, 
was greeted with pleasure by treasury 
‘and state department officials here. 

These officials professed ignorance 
of recent action by this government 
to check smuggling at those points, 
but it was believed likely that treas- 
ury agents in Paris may have brought 
recent pressure, on the basis of a 
two - year - old government protest 
against the rum-running which is re- 

orted as having increased greatly 
ollowing the new Canadian liquor ex- 
port restrictions. 

The former protest transmitted to 
France through the state department, 
has been pending since it was made, 
no assurances of definite reply hav- 
ing been received up to now. 

Treasury authorities contend that 
such action is required under a treaty, 
by which France and England agreed 
to allow France to hold these islands 
as a -“fisherman’s haven.” This is 
interpreted here to mean that no 
center of commerce or fortifications 
are to be allowed there. 

It was also pointed out that the 
action of France, reported exclusively 
by the United News after confirma- 
tion by the ministry. of colonies in 
Paris, would help to stop smuggling 
of liquor into Canada. 

Authorities here assert that much 
liquor is smuggled from Glasgow and 
other old-world producing centers 
through these tiny islands to Canada 
to escape the import tax.
